I can 
see no necessity for such a selling 
: pen in these times of prosperous bus- 

ness, and feel that the introduction 
and encouragement of the scheme is 
perhaps due to over-anxiety on the part 
of certain manufacturers to market 
their this year’s output. 

It is my opinion that no greater ca- 
lamity can ultimately overtake the au- 
tomobile business, including the manu- 
facturer, the dealer and the individual 
buyer, than for the leading factories 
to adopt a deferred payment sales plan, 
and I cannot believe that the leading 
manufacturers are really giving serious 
ae tases to such a plan. 

e installment plan of buying is 
fundamentally wrong, regardless of the 
article involved. his is especially 
true as applied to automobiles. The 
automobile business was started on a 
cash basis. It is the only big business 
that has ever been operated on a cash 

rinciple, and in my judgment the cash 
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ves 


s is one of the biggest reasons 
why the automobile industry has grown 
s0 wonderfully fast. Cash sales have 
made possible the rapid building up of 
big reserves of capital. Plenty of liquid 
¢apital has made possible rapid expan- 
sion, improvements in manufacturing 
methods, and quantity production. 
Quantity production has made it possi- 
ble for motor car makers to market a 
constantly improved product at a con- 
stantly lowering price. 

The automobile is one of the few 
things in every day use which has 
not advanced rapidly in price in the 
last few years. And all these favora- 
ble conditions connected with the mar- 
at ag of automobiles can be traced, in 
very large measure, to the fact that au- 
tomobiles have been sold for cash. 

And now all this is threatened by the 
introduction of the installment plan of 
buying. If persisted in I believe many 
purchasers will impose an obligation 
upon themselves which they will find 
hard to meet. ; 

T am well aware that automobiles are 
now and have been for some years 
sold on time under certain restricted 
conditions. In many cases I believe such 
transactions come within well accept- 
ed terms of sound business practice, 
especially where adealer sellsan auto- 
mobile to a worthy customer, and where 
arrangements can be made to finance 
the loan at home. In such casés there 
is no risk for the aler and the pur- 
chaser’s interests re cared for and 
guarded in a manner that is entirely 
different than is the case when the pa- 
per is sold to and held by an outside 
“trust company.” 

But in this connection I desire to say 
just as emphatically as I can that if 
a man cannot afford to own an auto- 
mobile he ought not to have one—un- 
til he can afford it. I mean that abso- 
lutely. Just because a man has a few 
dollars saved it would be unwise, in 
my opinion, for him to put up all his 
savings as part payment for a-car. Be- 
cause he can make the initial deposit 
is no assurance that he can without 
working a hardship upon himself and 
perhaps his family, get enough money 
together to meet notes for $800 or $1,- 
000 more—notes which for anything 
else but an automobile would look enor- 
mous to him.

hrough a friend he heard of young 
Scott, and drafted him. From the mo- 
ment he landed in the Peerless Princess 
of the Prairies, Scott made good, and 
he won twenty-five games for Wichita 
that season, losing eighteen. Réalizing 
that Scott was certain to be drafted, 
and knowing that he was worth more 
than the draft price, Isbell went to 
Chicago and told Comiskey that he had 
a twirler for him. The Old Roman had 
such confidence in Frank’s judgment 
that he didn’t haggle, but straightway 
wrote a check for the amount Isbell 
named. 

Scott showed a lot of stuff in the 
White Sox training camp when he 
joined the big leaguers in 1909, and he 
was a member in full and regular 
standing when the season opened. It 
was a Chicago reporter who dubbed the 
recruit “Death Valley Jim,” and the 
name stuck. Jim won twelve and lost 
twelve games his first year in the big 
show. In 1910 he won only eight, 
against eighteen defeats. Since then 
he has had his ups and downs and off 
years, but in 1915, by winning twenty- 
four games and losing only twelve, he 
gained a place among the top-notchers 
of his profession. ;

Answer.—There are several reasons 
why chicks die when three or four 
days old. Too onrty feeding after 
hatching, improper feeding, chilling, 
etc. Newly hatched chicks should 
never be fed under thirty hours after 
i\hatching. The first few feeds should 
be stale bread crumbs and hard_ boil- 
ed eggs, chopped fine. Water and grit, 
yes. 

Corn meal dough is not a good feed 
to start little chicks on. After they 
are three or four weeks old it does 
not matter so much if you do give 
them an occasional feed of corn meal 
mixed with sour or buttermilk. Most 
likely your chicks are suffering from 
indigestion. A little baking soda in 
the drinking water will correct this. 
If: there is any diarrhoea, give sour 
milk, 'to which has been added a good 
sprinkling of nutmeg. Boiled rice with 
a little Venetion red added is also good.

Good breeding stock, age equal to 
all the best ends of the ordinary bee- 
keeper, does not. cost more than a rea- 
sonable sum. If you want fancy stock, 
imported pedigrees, romantic colonies, 
you must expect to pay for it. But if 
you want utility, strength and prac- 
tical worth your bees will look aimost 
as well as the royal families, and do 
just as good work for you, and yet they 
will not cost you one-half: so much, 

I advise you to get pure-bred stock.

Putting in a New Queen. 

First be sure there is no other queen 
in the hive. If your bees are in old- 
fashioned gums you can rarely ever be 
sure of this. If you have thought 
enough of your bees to put them in 
patent hives you can always, though 
not every time, easily tell where the 
queen is. To do this ay merely have 
to remove the cover of the hive, use a 
little. smoke to quiet the bees, then 
take out each frame of brood one by 
one and examine its company, careful- 
ly. If the queen is not found on one of 
the frames which you take from very 
near ¢he center of the hive you must 
continue to look on the others until 
she is found. 

en you find her you must catch 
her. No need to be afraid to take hold 
of her. She will not sting you. She 
never stings except to sting another 
queen. If you want to rid yourself of 
her you may kill her. But if you care 
to do so you can cage her and prob- 
ably use her elsewhere. If she is as 
much as three yee four at the mos 
you had as well destroy her. She wil 
not be of any more service. 

When you have removed the queen

This will help them 
to secure the services of an expert. 
Co-operative Apple Orchards, 

By a careful system qf apple grow- 
ing, large markets can be secured for 
the apples. It may prove costly to 
the individual farmer to employ an 
expert orchardist to look after the ap- 
ple orchard, but a small company of 
people will find it‘to their advantage 
to co-operate in the securing of such 
help. Unless orchards ar ost ecare- 
fully looked after, the fruit will make 
a failure, and the wide-awake farmer 
knows this to be a fact. If orchards 
are to be depended upon for an in- 
come, they must be looked after by an 
expert. This is a fact beyond dispute. 
Those who plant orchards should, 
therefore, plan for this kind of serv- 
‘ice. The best way is on the co-opera- 
tive basis, whereby an expert will have 
|] charge of a number of orchards, cov- 
ering several hundred acres. Such or- 
chards should be planted with many 
trees of the standard varieties, and aim 
should be to grow the best apples— 
the largest and most salable. This 
expert can have in mind the co-oper- 
ative marketing of the fruit, and can 
plant sufficient numbers of trees of 
given varieties to make them command 
a good market. 

Co-operative Dairying. 

In many parts of the Catskill moun- 
tains there are co-operative creameries 
which enable the smallest as well as 
the largest farmers to dispose of milk 
at the best prices. All the milk is 
brought to the creameries at least once 
daily to be separated, and each man 
who has joined one of the creameries 
‘weighs or sees weighed hig milk, and 
gets credit for whatever he brings, and 
settlement is made at the end of the 
month for all milk delivered during the 
month. The plan of co-operation makes 
it possible to establish markets for all 
the cream, and in this way all the ef- 
forts of the least as well as the beat 
farmers are fully rewarded. This plan 
has worked in Ohio, and California, as 
well as in Iowa, and other states, The 
south should organize co-operative 
dairies, and make « business of it of 
such ortance that people would en- 
joy an, because they could make 
it profitable. 


Farmer Is Ready to Co-operate 


Since my last week’s article on co- 
operation was printed one wholesale’ 
and one or more retail merchants have 
asked if farmers are ready to co-oper- 
ate in the production and marketing 
of farm produce. They seemed to think 
that farmers have not shown quite 
enough business to realize just what 
such co-operation would mean to them. 
They said, further, that some difficul- 
ty would be encountered in securing 
a good business manager for such co- 
operation.

16 HENS TO ONE ROOSTER. 

‘J. L. Hollis, Sulligent,* Ala.—Dear 
Uncle Joe: We live on a farm and 
believe we are very well situated to 
raise poultry. Our house is located 
on a high hill that is well .drained in 
every direction and surrounded with a 
large grove of oak trees. The land is 
a gravelly clay. We have pronty of 
open range for our flock. We have 
commenced on a small gseale, as we 
haven’t means to spare to experiment 
with on a lIfrge scale. We want to 
learn the business as we go. Have se- 
lected the Barred Rocks as our favor- 
ite breed. As they are very good lay- 
ers and make good broilers and fryers. 
So last fall we ordered six hens and a 
cock from a gentleman at Henrietta, 
N. C., and to date have nine hens set- 
ting on 135 eggs. Have taken off four 
hens and got six chickens, an average 
fof one chick to ten eggs. One setting 
of the eggs was sent me by the above 
named gentleman, and out of this set- 
ting -we got two chicks. Now, Uncle 
Joe, would. you call this hard luck or 
not? I cannot account for such luck. 
For our old:hens sit as faithful as any 
I ever saw. Our little flock has had 
Lan open. range all the while. While 
we feed such grain as we raise on the 
farm, we have always had good luck 
hatching, our old “fly-up-the-creek”’ 
._Kind of chicks. Our hens have been 
laying most all winter, which might 
have some effect on the eggs hatching. 
would it or not? We bought our roos- 
ter for a two-yeaz-old bird. We have 
two young cockerels we raised last fall. 
Would you advise keeping them to 
breed from? We also have some pullets 
hatched last fall—would it do to set 
eggs from them? I see*“some written 
claim that fall-hatched chicks are not 
good to breed from. They claim that 
they never make strong, healthy 
birds and are more subject to disease 
than spring-hatched birds. Is it a fact? 
I want to build me up a flock of some 
five or six hundred hens. But at the 
rate I have started off on, I don’t be- 
lieve [’ll ever reach my goal. Am goin 
to plant Russian sunflower seed and 
white chicken corn for my birds.this 
spring. Do you believe a man can raise 
all the feéd his chickens need on.a 
farm in west Alabama? How about 
the Buff Leghorns, are they as good 
layers as the White Leghorns? 

We have sixteen hens and one roos- 
ter. Could that be the trouble? They 
are all healthy birds. 

Answer—While reading your letter 
my mind was traveling in another dit 
rection and I was studying the cause 
of your poor hatches, and just when I[ 
was at a loss to know just how to write 
you I came to your postscript. Then it 
flashed across my mind the cause of 
the trouble—sixteen hens and one 
“rooster.” Well, that is just about 
seven hens too many for this breed. 
Had your fowls been of the smaller 
breeds it would not have been quite so 
bad. We never mate more than nine 
hens with one male of the Barred Rock 
family. I think right there is the 
cause of the whole trouble. Don’t do 
it again or you will never get ahead. 
Now to hark back and angwer your 
“—. questions. 

t is fortunate for you that means 
are limited and that you must start in 
a small. Those who start in a small 
way in the poultry business are the 
ones that stick and make it go, because 
they have their all at stake, while the 
rich buy their experience at a high 
price and quit. 

You have selected a good bresed— 
none better—but never keep them over 
two and a half years, ' 

The fact that your hens have been 
laying for some time would have no 
effect on the hatches at this season_of 
the year. In June and July it would.| 

y only objection to using the last 
fall’s hatehed. cockerels for breeding 
purposes would be their size. 

I have no objection to fall-hatched 
chickens for layers late the following 
spring when the earlier hatched ones 
are beginning to slack off, and I Hke 
them for eating purposes, but as 
breeders, excuse me please The great- 
est trouble with a fall-hatched chicken 
is its size; they are healthy, vigorous, 
full of life, but all I ever raised or 
saw were smaller by a pound or more 
than their spring-hatched sisters and 
brothers And since size has a great 
deal to do with standard-bred fowls, 
let us maintain the size by all means. 

Sure! plant sunflowers and white 
chicken corn for your fowls. 

You say you want to build up your 
flock to five or six hundred and ask 
if you can raise all the- feed. 

As it takes a little over a bushel of 
grain to feed a fowl a*year, you can 
soon make a calculation like thie: 500 
head of fowls will take 525 bushels of 
grain, divided about thus: Wheat, 200 
bushels; oats, 225 bushels, and corn, 
about 100 bushels. Will your farm 
yield as much? 

The Buff Leghorns, being a blood 
relation of the Waites of the same 
family, are equally as good layers.

This is a time when farmers must 
get together and I claim that they 
can co-operate and can raise produce 
in lange quantities and sell to the best 
advantage to all parties concerned. 
They need to club tnemselves together 
and give attention to the necessity for 
packing and carefully Classifying Mma- 
terial tnat goes on to the marxet. They 
need, further, to meet frequently and 
discuss with experts the various points 
involved in the marketing of produce, 
so that each farmer wili learn what 
he must do to succeed; what he must 
expect of his neighbors, and how all 
can help each other in the promotion 
of farming as an industry. 

The Real Isaue. 

The real issue will be to get farm- 
ers to plant the same kind of seed 
and to make a study of the soil, so that 
each one who joins such a ciub will 
be able to bring his own portion up to 
the standard. But we must do this if 
we expect to succeed. We must all 
join in and settle this point in the be- 
ginning. Every man must agree to 
abide by the decision of the majority 
and success will come. Plans should 
be discussed weeks and sometimes 
months in advance of the action, and 
all should agree and then abide by 
the agreement. All laws are written 
forms of agreements among men and 
peoples, and become binding only by 
the consent of the majority of people. 
When they do became binding, the man 
who violates his obligation must pay 
a penalty. Strange to say, law was 
never intended for the best people, ex- 
cept for their protection. t was in- 
tended for those who wilfully violate 
their obligation, and accomplishes a 
double purpose of punishing such per- 
sons and of protecting honest people 
against fraud. 

Agreements. 

While agreements are not laws, they 
may be considered binding when in 
writing or when made by word of 
mouth if witnessed by one or more per- 
sons, who may be disinterested, or rfot 
arties to the agreement. There is a 
aw enforcing agreements, especially jf 
they are likely to work harm to any 
party if violated. Farmers know the 
seriousness of entering inte an agree- 
ment just as other business men know 
it, and they will keep agreements when 
they once make them. hat we should 
be interested in most in this question

tock any. more. I have:eight beauti- 
ul, dark, red Rhode Island pullets and 
a rooster. My pullets are laying just 
fine. They have beén out in the rain 
all day, just as busy as can be. Uncle 
‘Joe, I have come to you for advice. 
am undecided whether to keep the 
reds or get a smaller breed. Do you 
think the small breeds lay much bet- 
ter than large breeds? How about An- 
conas? Do you think they would be 
‘better for eggs than the Reds? My 
Reds are laying fine, and I like color, 
and size much better than Anconas. 

But as I am just a beginner with 
standard-breed, I wanted your advice. 
I was sorry that Mrs. D. A. McKinnon 
failed to give her address, for I wanted 
to write her about her turkeys and 
ducks. Please, Mrs. McKinnon, if this 
is in print, write me. 

Answer—Welcome, neophyte number 
2 or is it 3, 4,5 or 6? Anyway, you're 
welcome, let the number be what it 
will. If you are satisfied with your 
Reds, I can see no good and sufficient 
reason for changing. The breed one 
fancies most is the one thev can get 
three days, then leave off three days, 
then feed as before. For grown fowls 
rather heap the spoon for twenty, feed 
and the “allovers nights.” When one 
wishes to feed nux, write your kin, and 
place this notice at front gate: This Is 
Nux Week. This gives your preacher 
notice. Then mix one-third teaspoon- 
ful nux in feed for twenty small chicks, 
repeat twice, making three feeds in 
the most out of. Why the Anconas above 
all the rest? This breed being of the 
Mediterranean class, lays a white shell- 
ed egg which stamps them non-setters, 
though some of our members are of the 
belief that the Mediterraneans will get 
broody and set like the American or 
Asiatic breeds. They might, but I 
would hate to trust them on $10 per 
setting eggs. Listen, please, if you 
adopt the Anconas in place of the Reds, 
then you will be compelled to buy an 
incubator or keep two breeds of chick- 
ens to do the incubating. An Ancona 
should not get broody, for she is not 
built that way.

SOY BEANS. 

The south nes not yet recognized 
the value of the soy bean. We grow 
cow peas with so little difficulty that 
we sometimes forget to try out other 
legumes to see what we can do. _ It 
is estimated that the soy bean gathers 
more nitrogen from the air than the 
cow pea, and. this alone would make 
it a valuable plant other things being 
equal. But the soy ‘bean is valuable 
as a food for cattle and horses, and 
if properly ground is excellent food 
for hogs. It contains a high per cent 
of protein, the costly element in food, . 
and this is an item for every farmer 
to consider. 

Several varieties were tried at the ' 
Georgia experiment station in 1915 un- 
der the supervision of . Me 
Clelland, agronomist, and while the re- 
sults are not final, many paints of in- 
terest were observed. The Otootan 
yielded the most forage and the Mam- 
moth Yellow the most beans, but these 
two varieties are about the same, al- 
lowing for error in experiment. “rey 
yielded about double any other variet 
in the amount of beans roduc 
though they were not very far ahead 
of the Barchet in forage. All of these 
are late varieties. 

The earliest varieties are the Ito San, 
Black Eyebrow and Manchu. They ar 
not very good ecg yt either in forage 
or fruit, and have little else to recom- 
mend them except their earliness. The 
yielded only about one-fourth 


as muc 
as the Mammoth Yellow and t is 
tan. One thing in the test 
not fair to the smaller growing varie- 


ties was the distance in the rows. They

It must first produce 
the goods to prove to the world that 
it can do it. e reputation is bound 
to follow... Goods will sell themselves 
if they are good enough for the people 
who are to buy them. If yooess begin 
to buy produce from certain localities, 
and the produce is good and wholesome, 
and put up in neat and clean packages, 
a market is there and then established 
for such produce, and as long as the 
goods measure up to the standard the 
market will amg them.

PREPAREDNESS.” 


While there is much discussion of 
preparedness as it relates to our army 
and our mavy and the usual unrest in 
local politics has a new factor in 
whether or not.the boys of the com- 
munity shall or shall not learn to keep 
time to music, develop their bodies 

and hold chest out, shoulders erect 
and walk with a pride of being, the 
real preparedness for the girls of the 
community is commencing in the de- 
partment of household economics in 
the Girls’ high school. 

This preparedness has no direct re- 
lation to either war or peace... It re- 
lates to preparedness for life—the pre- 
paredness every woman should nave. 

The democracy of this department 
of education of woman’s equipment 
makes it the one of all others to 
which every facility should be given. 
Yet so far in the south colleges and 
schools have limited opportunities in 
this direction, me 


A 
QUESTION. 


It is difficult to understand why in| 
the state of Georgia there should not 
be given the greatest advantages to 
the women in this educational branch 
of household economics, which in- 
cludes domestic science, cooking, sew- 
ing and hygiene. No state has pro- 
duced more orators who chose as their 
petted theme the domesticity of wom- 
an, the sacredness of her mission in 
that direction. Yet in-the Girls’ high 
school of the capital city there are 
250 girls in the department of domestic 
science and facilities for the proper 
instruction of about forty. 

Now if Georgia were expending any 
money whatsoever for the higher edu- 
cation of women; if any one university 
or proposed university were open to 
women, it would be understood that the 
tax might be accounted heavy, but 
with the pious aversion Georgia holds 
towards giving her female children 
higher education, and with her senti- 
mental attitude toward domesticity, it 
is rather inconsistent that the domestic 
science end of education is so stinted. 

Parson Jones, Squire Simpkins and 
the young attorney. of the big and 
small town, all in chivalrous outburst, 
are one in spirit about the sacredness 
of the home; woman toasting her toes 
eternally at the fireside &nd her being 
the efficient wife and mother. Yet she 
is being given such a poor and paltry 
opportunity to learn ali these things 
which the parson and the squire and 
the youngster lawyer are correct in 
thinking are the first and essential 
training a woman should have. 

Men are unhappy if they hear of 
women being advanced, gadding about 
clubs and card parties or reading litera- 
ture which is insidious in tendency, 
yet there is little being done to edu- 
cate women to see the higher and 
greater joys of the home. 

I believe if the majority of the citi- 
zens of Atlanta realized the real mean- 
ing of the domestic science department 
of the Girls’ high school they would 
not only see to it that that 
department were complete, but 
domestic science would be made 
a part of the grammar school 
curriculum, giving every child the op- 
portunity to know something about

Until 
some results are obtained from the 
latest note, or until some action is tak- 
en, another period of waiting and dul! 
markets is to be expected. Peculiarly, 
with the possibility of a war before the 
market, it was the war stocks which 
were the first to decline and their losses 
were heaviest. This was due more to 
the fact that they have been more 
weakly held than other issues than to 
any other reason, for if there is war 
with Germany or Mexico, many of the 
companies which have been successful 
in manufacturing munitions for the al- 
lies will undoubtedly be called upon to 
furnish supplies for the United States 
army and navy. Excepting in the 
copper stocks, however, none of the is- 
sues which have been strong in the last 
year or s0 as a result of abnormal 
earnings due to war conditions showed 
any resistance to the pressure which 
was brought to bear.

Money Hardens.

The foreign exchange market was 
quiet, with unimportant changes in 
rates on the various countries.

Hitherto, how- 
ever, there had been sufficient amounts 
of goods and materials sent to Ger- 
many to make the trade balance against 
that country, . via neutrals, a 
large item. Another factor in the 
recovery of marks exchange has been 
the large subscriptions to German. war 
loans taken in this country in the last 
month or two. Still other significance 
in the strength of German exchange is 
seen in the recent developments at 
Washington, but this idea is not sup- 
ported by authorities on the exchange 
market and on influences affecting it. 

The infrequency of sailings cause wide 
fluctuations in the daily export statistics 
of the country’s leading ports, and so 
where several large ships sail in a 
day, there may be as much as $20,000,- 
000. exports that day, while with only 
unimportant ships sailing the next day, 
the movement may drop to $2,000,000 
The total movement, however, keeps 
up well and exports as a whole are run- 
ning double or triple what they were 
a year ago. The steady ‘god up of 
trade balances in favor of the United 
States is a result, but at a time when 
this is gaining more per month than was 
shown for three months a year or so 
ago, there is less talk of action by the 
bankers of the country to insure pay- 
ments than when trade balances were 
very much smaller.

Foreign Holdings of U.S. 
Steel Stock Alone Is About 
$65,000,000, or 50 Per Cent. 
European Liquidation Con- 


New York, April .22.—(Special.) 
Figures made public at this week’s 
annual stockholders’ meeting of 
the United States Steel corpora- 
tion showed that, since the Eu- 
ropean war began, the number of for- 
eign holdings of Steel common has been 
reduced from 1,285,636 shares to 634;- 
569. That means that, during the past 
twenty months, $65,000,000 worth of 
that. one stock alone, par value, has 
been dumped on this market. When it 
is pealized that the same selling has 
been going on steadily in the bonds and 
stocks of other corporations, it must 
be admitted that Wall street had some 
grounds for closing the stock exchange 
and keeping it closed for four and a 
half long months. What Wall street 
did not foresee at the outbreak of the 
war, however, was that, in the face of 
the heavy foreign liquidation, prices 
of stocks would advance, owing to 
heavy home buying. According to this 
week’s figures, during the ipast year 
the number of holders of Steel common 
have dropped from 56,825 to 41,910, 
despite the advance of from 38 to 89 
in the price of the stock 

From Wall street’s viewpoint the un- 
derlying conditions reflected by the 
foregoing figures will influence Ger- 
many to a ge extent in reaching a 
final decisiowni' in the submarine con- 
troversy now pending. 

At the close of the calendar year 
1914, this country had a foreign trade 
balance of only $325,235,000, compared 
with the high record of $692,127,000 
eatablished during 1913.

All that Uncle Sam ‘demands of 
sailor, of a marine, or of a soldier is 
that he measures upto the _ require- 
ments of “a first-class fighting man.” 

The sailors and the soldiers and the 
“sailors and soldiers, too,” as Kipling 
characterized the marine corps, are 
essentially defenders of the national 
ife and honor, and that is all; and so 
it matters not to the government what 
aman in “the service” does or is so 
long as he lives up to the rules of the 
game, carries himself fairly straight 
(referring to character as well as to 
physique) and is ever on hand and 
ready for business when called upon. 

To this end, consequently, much of 
the men’s time is spent in drilling and 
routine work of a purely technical na- 
ture and in — of the things intend- 
ed to perfect them in the arts and 
strategems of war. And thus may be 
accounted for the. fact that the laity, 
the civilians in general, have been ac- 
customed to regard the army and 
saogl and marine corps as bodies of 
burly huskies, mighty handy in time 
of peril, but a rough, uncultured lot 
wanting in the finer things of life and 
as a. rule undesirable personal associ- 
ates and companions. 

And right there, too, is where the 
rank and file of the military depart- 


ments of the government have been, 


unwarrantedly. maligned by popular 
sentiment, because some of the finest, 
cleanest, most refined, as well as most 
patriotic specimens of young manhood 
are to be found in the service. It is 
safe to say that a vast majority of 
civilians would be surprised could they 
see and know and be made to realize 
just how these men live, and how they 
spend their time—the great majority 
of, them—when not on actual duty.

Library Liberally Patronized. 


A well-equipped gymnasium, a splen- 
did swimming pooh equipment for all 
sorts of indoor games all help the men 
to pleasantly while away idle hours, 
and keep themselves clean and in good 
fettle while on shore. A library with 
good books and magazines and educa- 
tional classes help the men to fit them- 
selves for higher ratings in the serv- 
ice and for good positions in civil 
life after being discharged. 

Entertainments and socials and ath- 
letic meets of all kinds are held in the 
building, and religious services and 
Bible classes are conducted regularly 
within the building and on shipboard 
in the navy yard for the benefit of those 
who desire to patronize them. Promi- 
nent ministers, doctors, lawyers and 
business men address these meetings, 
and the men agree that at them they 
have received great and lasting good.

REVOLUTION DAUGHTERS 
CLOSE THEIR CONGRESS 


Washington, April 22.—The pacha? 
fifth continental congress of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution came 
to an end tonight after adopting con- 
stitutional amendments that caused 
vigorous discussion and delayed §§ ad- 
journment until- late ‘at night. 

Officers of the society henceforth will 
be elected for three instead of two 
years as a result of one amendment 
adopted and will not be eligible. for 
re-election. An increase from 10 to 
11 in the number of de presidents 
is provided for, necessitating the choice 
this year of one vice president by the 
board of managers of the society, ten 
having been named at the election on 
Wednesday. The amendment provides 
that after 1918 seven vice presidents 
shall.be elected annually for terms of 
three years. 

Resolutions were adopted recom- 
mending that the flag and all other 
national emblems be copyrighted and 
protected from desecration; that at all 
public gatherings, national in charac- 
ter, the “Star-Spangled Banner” be 
sung, and that the United States ac- 
quire and preserve Jamestown Island.

24,000 MEN ORDERED 
FROM THE COAL MINES 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 22.—Twenty- 
four thousand miners employed in the 
Pittsburg district were ordered out of 
the mines late today by President Van 
Bitner and the executive board of dis- 
trict No. 5, United Mine Workers of 
America, because their pay envelopes 
did not contain the 5 per cent increase 
provided for in the New York agree- 
ment for yardage, day work and dead 
work. Representatives of the Pitts- 
burg Coal Operators’ association and 
the miners have been in conference for 
several days working out a scale on 
the basis reached in New York. A 
number of concerns expressed their 
willingness to grant the increase, but 
the miners when they failed to receive 
the advance in their pay called a 
strike. Representatives of operators 
and. men expressed the belief tonight 
that the differences would be adjusted 
next week. 


FIVE MILLION YEARS 
AGE OF THIS PEARL 


Stanford University, Cal, April 22.— 
A pearl, estimated to have been form- 
ed 6,000,000 years ago, and said to be 
the oldest specimen of its kind in the 
world, was foifnd by Stanley C. Herold, 
a Stanford student, six months ago, it 
became known today. .The pearl will 
be presented to the Stanford museum. 

The pearl, oyster and cockle shell, 
in which itt was imbedded, came to 
Stanford in a consignment of geologic 
material from the coast of the. state 
of Washington. The peari wes disin- 
terred in the eoncnology course given 
by Professor James Perrin Smith. 

According to university authorities, 
the pearl is of little value as a gem. 
but the oyster in which it was found 
originated, they said, probably in the 
paleozoic period, but which they have 
credited to the eocene epoch.

nt state of the Indian empire: 

The secretary continued: “Instead of 
showing, under the encouragement ‘of 
a great European war, any desire to re- 
volt, the people India have never 
been more iosal to the British empire 
than today. In this connection I would 
like to say that loyalty in india has its 
own special color in the form of a per- 
sonal devotion to the king-emperor, 
which 1 do not think it possible to ex- 
aggerate., 

“The personal aspect of loyalty ap- 
peals to them perhaps more strongly 
than the western mind can conceive. 
There were striking manifests of this 
on the king’s visits to the front. Noth- 
ing could exceed. the profound satis- 
faction expressed by Indian officers and 
soldiers in having actually come face 
to face with their ruler. I have seen 
this myself when I have had the honor 
of accompanying the king in visits to 
the Indian hospitals. ‘When asked what 
impressed them most, the reply was 
always the same: ‘We have seen the 
king&-emperor.’ All the sufferings and 
trials they had undergone were as noth- 
ing. Notning else counted, This devo- 


(tion to the ruler is actually a part of 


their religion. 

“Whatever agitation there may be 
in India for a greater. share in tue 
government, there is certainly no lack 
of appreciation of the advantage of the 
British system of colonial government 
over the German. 

“As to the’ military assistance given 
by the Indians, I need mention only two 
facts as their efforts on all fronts are 
so well known. The first is the num- 
ber of military honors won by the -In- 
dians. Before this war the highest mil- 
itary honor, the Victoria cross; was not 
open to the Indian army, but since this 
rule was abrogated five Victoria crosses 
and twenty-five military crosses have 
been ‘won by Indian soldiers. The sec- 
ond is just one instance of their gal- 
lantry in action. In Gallipoli the Four- 
teenth. Sikhs, went into action with fif- 
teen British officers, fourteen Indian 
officers and 614 rank and file. The 
next day there were three British offi- 
cers, three Indian officers and 134 rank 
and file. I do not. think you could 
ask more of any army than it should 
face and make sacrifices of this kind.”

POLITICAL INSTRUMENT. 

T WAS the delightful discovery of 
| the thrill of awesome fear, the woe- 

ful looking for of calamity that 
swept through the countrysides as the 
Ku Klux Klan moved from place to 
place upon their silent visitations, com- 
ing no man could say whence, goin 
upon no man knew what errand tha 
put thought of mischief into the minde 
of the frolicking comrades. 

It threw the negroes into a very 
ecstasy of panic to see these sheeted 
Ku Kiux move near them in the 
shrouded night; and their comic fear 
stimulated the lads who excited it to 
many an extravagant prank and mum- 
mery. No one knew or could discover 
who the masked players were: no one 
could say whether they meant serious 
or only innocent mischief; and the 
gest of the business lay in keeping the 
secret close. 

Here was a very tempting and dan- 
gerous instrument of power for days 
of disorder and social unheaval; when 
law seemed set aside by the very gov- 
ernment itself, and outsiders, adven- 
turers, were in the seats of authority, 
the poor negroes, and white men with- 
out honor, their only partisans. 

Year by year the organization spread | 
from county to county, from state to 
state. Every country-side wished to 
have its own Ku Klux, founded in se- 
crecy and mystery like the mother 
“Den” at Pulaski until at last there 
had sprung into existence a great Ku 
Klux Klan, an “Invisible Empire of 
the South,” bound together in loose 
organization to protect the southern 
country from some of the ugtiest haz- 
ards of a time of revolution. 

The objects of the mysterious broth- 
erhood ew serious fast enough. It 

assed from jest to earnest. Men took 

old of it who rejoiced to find in it a 
new instrument of political power; men 
half outlawed, denied the suffrage, 
without hope of justice in the courts, 
who meant to take this means to make 
their will fel. 

“They .were to protect their people 
from indignities and wrongs; to succor 
the suffering, particularly the families | 
of dead confederate soldiers,” to 
force what they conceived to be the 
real laws of their states “and defend 
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order, malicious fellows of the baser 
sort who did not feel the compuleions 
of honor and who had private grudges 
to satisfy, imitated their disguises and 
borrowed their methods. 

What was done passed beyond mere 
mummery, mere visiting the glimpses of 
the moon and making night hideou 
that they might cause mere “fools o 
nature horridly to shake their dispo- 
sition with thoughts beyond the reaches 
of their souls,” It became the chief 
object of the night-riding comrades to 
silence or drive from the country the 
principal mischief-makers of the recon- 
struction regime, whether white or 
black. 

The negroes were saat eer easy 
enough-to deal with; a thorough fright 
usually disposed them to make utter 
submission, resign their parts in af- 
fairs, leave the country © anything 
their ghostly visitors demanded. But 
white men were less tractable; and 
here and there even a negro ignored or 
defied them. 

The regulators would not always 
threaten and never . execute their 
threats. They backed their commands. 
when need arose, with violence. Houses 
were surrounded in the night and burn- 
ed, and the inmates shot as they 
fled, as in the dreadful days of border 
warfare. Men were dragged from their 
homes and tarred and feathered, Some 
who defied the vigilant visitors came 
mysteriously to some sudden death.

There were abundant crops, and bus- 
iness lacked nothing to make it pros- 
perous but a steady money market.

ustry went forward at a quiet 
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war department. the unusual peril of 
the seas so long as the confederate

Their arms and equipment 
had Deen bought in England. heir of- 
ficers had waited for them in England, 
drawing their pay, the while, through 
English banks. ‘ 

” measieh government acknowl- 
edged itself bound to prevent all overt 
attempts of its stibjects to aid or arm 
the enemies of a nation with which 
it was at peace, and to prevent the use 
of its ports and waters as a base of 
naval operations against her; but it did 
not consider itself bound, as the gov- 
ernment of the United States contended 
that it should, to canvass every case 
of suspicion in such matters and de- 
tain vessels merely upon reasonable 
ground of belief that they were intend- 
ed for uses inconsistent with its neu- 
trality. / 

Mr. Charlies Francis Adams, the min-

RECKONING WITH 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


HE reckoning with Great Britain 
. came at the very outset of Gén- 
eral Grant’s administration. Mr. 
Seward had tried to bring it about 
while Mr. Johnson was president, but 
the senate had rejected the method of 
settlement he had been willing to adopt 
and so arrangement agreeable to both 
ents was not arrived at until 
ng of 1871. 
ay of that year a joint high com- 
mission appointed by the president and 
e ministers in London and sitting in 
ashington, agreed upon a treaty, ac- 
ceptable to the senate, which referred 
he claims of the United States against 
reat Britain on account of the dam- 
inflicted by the Alabama, the - 
the Shenandoah, end all other con- 
rate vessels alleged to have been 
tted out in British porta, “generically 
known as the Alabama claims,” in the 
arbitration of a tribunal of five 
sons te be named by the presi 
the United States, the queen 2 
and, the king of Italy, the president 
of the Swiss confederation and the em- 
peror of Brazil respectively, and to sit 
at Geneva, in Switzerland. |. 
The treaty of Washington—so it was 
called—provided also for the settlé- 
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right of American fishermen to catch 
fish upon the Canadian coasts and of 
to make their 
catches upon the northern coasts of the 
United States, and the exact line of 
boundary between the United States 
and British North America within the 
streams which separated them and 
within the channel between Van- 
couver’s island and the continent; but 
the Alabama claims for the moment 
seemed to all eyes to stand at the front 
of the matter. 

On the 14th of September, 1872, after 
a three months’ hearing, the neva 
tribunal rendered a decision in favor 
of the United States, only the English 
member of the court dissenting. 

It awarded the United States. $16,- 
500,000 in damages. But the strain of 
the matter had been taken off by the 
treaty; the decision of the tribdBuneal 
ended not a controversy, but a judicial 
process at the end of controversy. 

The strain of domestic politics w 
enough to withdraw heat from suc 
matters of business. 

The reconstruction even of those 
southern states in which the establish- 
ment of negro majorities had misear- 
ried and the white voters had mus- 
tered strong and stubborn enough to 
reject the laws congress tried to thrust 
upon them (Virginia, Georgia, *Missis- 
sippi and Texas) was complete by mid- 
summer, 1870. 

But the mere completion of the for- 
mal process of reconstruction, as plan- 
ned in congress, did not mean order or 
the quiet settlement of affairs in the 
south. The white men, with whom ef- 
fective initiative and the real weight 
of predominance rested in any case, 
had had their wits quickened and their 
temper hardened by what the repub- 
lican leaders had done. 

They were shut out from the use of 
the ballot and from every open and 
legitimate part in affairs, but they had 
come at their powers in another way. 
Those who loved mastery and adven- 
ture d@irected the work of the Ku 
Klux. Those whose tastes and principles 
made such means unpalatable brought 
their influence to bear along every 
line of counsel or of management that 
promised to thrust the carpet bagger 
out of office and discourage the negro 
in the use of his vote. 

Congress saw where they meant to 
regain their mastery, at the polis, and 
by what means, the tntimidation and 
control of the gy, without regard 
to law—-the law thrust upon them, not 
their own; and hastened to set up a 
new barrier of statute against them. 


GENERAL GRANT’S 


DRASTIC ACTION. 
N MAY, 1870, congress had passed 
| an act wihiich put southern elections 
and the registration of voters in the 
southern states under the superintend- 
ence and virtual contre!) of fedéral 
supervisors and marshals, who were 
empowered to protect all voters in the 
exercise of their right of suffrage, 
and whose complain were to 
heard, not by the courts of the state, 
but by the circuit courts of the Uaited 
States. At next session it stil 
ag og Peerage on ty the act. 
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(April 20, 1871) which was meant to 
crush the Ku Klux Klan and all law- 
less bands acting after its fashion. 

It provisions made such acts, 
whether of violence or of mere intimi- 
dation, as the secret societies of the 
south had committed conspiracy 
against the government of the United 
States, punishable by heavy fines and 
imprisonment, and authorized the 
president whenever the state authori- 
ties were unable or unwilling to pre- 
vent or check them, to use the land 
and naval forces of the federal govern- 
ment for their suppression, as against 
an insurrection. 

It authorized him, also, until the 
close of the next regular session of 
congress, £o suspend at his pleasure the 
writ of habeas corpus ‘during the 
continuance of such rebellion against 
ine United States,” in such portions of 
the southern country as seemed to him 
most touched by the disorders of the 
time or moat under the control of the 
secret associations. 

The act gave to the federal courts 
which were empowered to enforce it 
the right to exclude from their juries 
persons suspected of sympathizing 
with those who violated its provisions. 
It was meant to  destro root and 
branc he organizations which had set 
themselves to annul the rights of the 
negroes. 

The act of May, 1870, had made it a 
criminal offense “to go in disguise 
apes the highway, or upon the premises 
of another’ by way of conspiracy “to 
deprive any citizen of his constitution- 
al rights,” striking directly at the 
secret orders and their more lawless 
imitators. 

General Grant used the powers con- 
ferred upon him with the energy and 
directness ‘of a soldier, as congress had 
expected. 

n the 12th of October, 1871, singling 
out nine counties of South Carolina in 
which such acts as congress had aimed 
its blow at were most frequent, he call- 
ed upon the members of all illegal as- 
sociations within them to surrender 
cone arms and disguises within five 

ays. 

ve days afterwards, his proclama- 
tion net having been heeded, he sus- 
pended the privilege of the writ of 

abeas gy in the counties name 
and two hundred arrests, followe 
promptly rosecution and 
conviction/swere immediately made. 

It was é¢@asy, with the powers be- 
stowed by the act upon the federal 
judges, to push trials to a quick con- 
summation, and to eliminate all rea- 
so le c ce of escaping convie- 

on. 7

verywhere that the secret orders or 
the recklese fellows who plied their 
means of intimidgtion without scruple 
or principle or ptblic object had been 
most active, arrests and prosecutions 
eame thick and fast: and within but a 
little more ma year an end was 
made the ainess.

their investigations, 

They found no justification for what 
the white men of the south, desperate 
to free themselves from the rule of 
negroes and adventurers, had done;

omen; they made no serious attempt 
to understand the cause which under- 
lay conspiracy and chronic disorder; 
they only laid before the country a 
mass of undigested testimony, crude, 
unverifiable and uttered their expected 
condemnation of @ people at Day. 

But the country began to see for 
itself the real philosophy of the pain- 
ful story, Significant rifta began to 
show themselves in opinion. It began 
to be plainly evident to all] who were 
willing to look facts in the face what 
Mr. Stevens and his radical colleagues 
had really accomplished by their policy 
of Thorough. 

They had made the white men of the 
south implacable enemies, not of the 
union, but of the party that had saved 
the union and which now carried its 
affairs in its hands. ' 

Their reconstruction, whose object 
had been, not the rehabilitation of the 
southern governments, but the political 
enfranchisement- of the negroes, had 
wrought a work of bitterness incom- 
parably more difficult to undo than the 
mere effects of war and a virtual con- 
quest of arma. 

They had made the ascendency of the 
party of the union seem to the men of 
the south nothing less than the corrup- 
tion and destruction of their society, a 
reign of ignorance, a regime of power 
basely ueed; and thig revolt, these se- 
cret orders with their ly work of 
violence and terror, these infinite, des- 
perate shifts to be rid of the burden 
and nightmare of what had been put 
upon them, were the consequence.

Shakespeare’s two most popular, 
most frequently quoted and most fre- 
quently acted plays are “Hamlet” and

with Romeo.

Juliet folowed explicitly Friar Lau- 
rence’s instructions, and when young 
Paris came early in the morning to 
awaken his bride-to-be with music he 
found, not a living Juliet, but her 
corpse. 

‘The. dismal. story. of Juliet’s death 


“reached Mantua before the arrival 


of a messenger from Friar Laurence 
to acquaint Romeo with the facts— 
that-it was a mock funeral, and.-that 
his bride lay in her tomb but a few 
hours to await his coming to release 
her. 3 

As mischief is swift to enter the 


«thoughts of: desperate men, Romeo 


purchased ‘poison, with which he set 
out for Verona. 

Romeo reached Verona at mid- 
night and found the churchyard 
wherein was located the ancient 
vault of the Capulets. 

He was breaking open the tomb, 
when he was interrupted by a voice 
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The Street’ Duel. 


Romeo, a Montague. In a duel Mer- 
cutio was killed. 

Seeing his friend Mercutio slain, 
Romeo quickly turned upon Tybalt 
and slew him, for.which Romeo was 
immediately banished from Verona. 

When Juliet heard these. tidings 
she at first gave *way to rage against 
Romeo, who murdered her dear 
cousin. In the end love became 
master, and. Juliet’s tears .of grief 
for slain Tybalt’ turned: to tears of 
joy for Romeo,. whom her cousin 
tried to kill. 

Friar Laurence counselled Romeo 
to go that night and secretly take 
leave of Juliet, and then proceed at 
once to’ Mantua, where he should 
stay until.the friar found it advisa- 
ble to. make known his marriage. 
Accordingly Romeo went to spend 
the night with«Juliet, secretly gain- 
ing efitrance to her chamber from 
the gg@rden, where the night before 
he had overheard her confession ‘of 
love for him. 

A few days alton: Romeo’s’ depart- 
ure, Lord Capulet proposed a match 
for Juliet with Count Paris, a young 
gallant and . noble: gentleman who 
was no unworthy suitor. In sad ‘per- 
plexity the terrified ‘Juliet pleaded 
every reason but the true one, that 
she was Romeo’s wife, but:her father 
turned a deaf ear, and’ ordered that 
she should be married to Count' Paris 
the next Thursday. 

In her dilemma Juliet appealed to 
Friar Laurence, saying that she 
would. enter ‘her. grave alive before 
marrying Paris, The friar directed 
her to go home, consent: to. marry 
Paris, and onthe night . before the 
marriage’* to drink the contents of a 


phial which he'then gave her, . This. 


calling him a vile Montague and or- 
dering him to desist. It was Count 
Paris who had come to strew Juliet’s 
bier with flowers. By the fate of 
Tybalt Romeo warned Paris to leave, 
but the latter refused, and laid hands 
on Romeo.as a felon. They fought 
and Paris fell dead. 

There lay the body of his fair wife 
which death had no power to change 
a feature or complexion in. her 
matchless beauty, for she was fresh 
and blooming, as if she were only 
sleeping. Near her lay Tybalt, whom 
Romeo called cousin, saying that he 
was going to put Tybalt’s cousin to 
death. 

Romeo then kissed his wife’s lips 
and swallowed the poison whose ac- 
tion was fatal and not like the sleep- 
ing potion which Juliet had taken’ 

At the hour Juliet was to awake 
from the effects of the dissembling 
potion Friar Laurence learned that 
his’ message had failed to reach 
Romeo at Mantua. With pickaxe and 
lantern the friar then hastened to 
the Capulet tomb to release the im- 
prisoned Juliet.. He was surprised to 
find it lighted’ and to see blood and 
swords ‘and’ Romeo and Paris lying 
within. ; 

At this-moment Juliet awoke from 
her sleep, and seeing the friar, she 
asked for Romeo. The friar bade her 
leave. the abode of death, and hear- 
ing the noise of. people approaching 
fied the place. 

When Juliet-saw Romeo with the 
empty poison cup clutched in_ his 
lifeless hand, she kissed his still 
warm lips, quickly unsheathed the 
dagger which she wore, and plunging 
its blade into her heart, happily died 
by her true Romeo’s side. 


Romeo's. Despair in the Presence of Friar-Laurence. 
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quite conclusively that the c ~~ saying, 
“the farmer is the most indepe -lent of 
men,” applies to the farmer’ who prac- 
tices diversified farming, and not to 
the farmer who, year after year, single 
shots'on cotton to an extent that al- 
most excludes foodstuffs - from is 
farm. 

Independence starts with being able 
“to live at home;” it comprehends the 
production by the farmer of everything 
on tiis‘farm that is needed by himself, 
his family, his hired, hands and _ hi 
stock-—-if it is possible to produce it 
This means that he pays no man &@ 
profit for doing something he can do 
himself, bearing out that admonitio 
of Benjamin Franklin's: | 


“He who by the plow would thrive 
Must himiself either hold or drive.” 


Diversified farming and stock raising 
are inseparable; one does not succeed 
without the other because they are in- 
terdependent, each helping the other. 
Some all-cotton farmers have a very 
wrong conception of’ the meaning of 
diversified fafming; they believe it 
means, they must absolutely quit cot- 
ton and plungé. into food production 
and stock raising. This spells disas- 
ter to. them—and, in truth, it weuld 
be a disastrous move. . cf 

Diversified farming means nothing 
more than a diversity of crops; it in- 
cludes cotton in a section that. will 
grow cotton, and tobacco in a section 
that will grow tobacco, as well as stock 
and foodstuffs. The all-cotton farmer 
should gradually reduce his cotton 
acreage and gradually increase § his 
acreage devoted to foodstuffs. and-stock 
raising. In short, he’ should not. go. 
into diversified farming. and stock rais- 
ing; he should gradually grow into. it. 
The change. should be perceptible,..but 
not so sharp as to plunge yim into the 
difficulties of a species of farming’ of 
which he knows little. 


NATURAL ADVANTAGES OF 
SOUTHEASTERN STATES. 


The southeastern states are particu- 
larly adapted to diversified farming 
and stock raising, the growing season 
being so long that in many sections it 
is an easy matter to raise two crops 
of foodstuffs in a year, and in some 
sections it is an easy matter to grow 
three crops. Far up into the foothills 
of the mountains stéck can find green 
grazing almost the entire year; the 
water is fine and easy of access the 
year around, labor is cheap, housing 
facilities may be very simple, and the 
cheapnéss of lumber in. this section

Contrast ‘these tonditions with those 
of.the north, where diversified farm- 
ing and stock raising have approached 
a high plane of development. There 
the growing season is very short; but 
one crop of anything can be raised on 
a piece of ground in a year, and often 
» late spring and early fall greatly cur- 
talls the yield. Snow and -ice covers 
the ground a good portion “of the 
winter months, necessitating hand 
feeding of stock-and.good warm quar- 
ters to protect the animals from the 
cold. Pumps, troughs, and pipes freeze, 
necessitating much work in supplying 
water. Labor-is expensive, lumber for 
building ‘barns is -high in price. * Yet 
despite all these handicaps, the north- 
ern farmer succeeds at |. diversified 
farming, and sells his surplus food- 
stuffs and stock to dealers, who.in turn 


bring them south and. sell thém, ‘plus. 
many Profits, to the southern cotton’ 


‘farmer. 


Southern farmers are gradually 
awakening to a realization of the pos- 
sibilities of this section and*tHat they 
have been pursuing the wrong course 
in the past, with the result that: here 
and there over the entire southeast 
are to tbe found farmers who are’ be-.

WONDERFUL CORN CROP 
ON ALTAMONT RANGE. 


Successful farmers from the lIlinols 
corn ‘belt who came through from the 
north last summer in autos, .crossing 
the famous Ohio Valley, declared that 
‘nowhere else did they see such corn as 
on the Altamont Range, and the reader 
by noting the picture above will ob- 
serve that the corn stalks are taller 
than a man standing on the hayrack 
of a wagon. 

The two photos of the soy’ bean 
shocks show nearly two tons per acre 
of the finest hay known, and that was 
planted late in June, after’a crop of 
oats was taken off. The same land has 
now the third crop—rye—which is 
growing luxuriantly. This ill be 
turned. under in May and e¢éarly corn 
ahd: soy beans in alternate rows '‘plant- 
ed for hog feed. . The hogs will do the 
harvesting themselves as soon as the 
crop is mature, thus leaving nearly all 
the fertilizer value of crop on the 
ground. -Thus the cost“of harvesting 
will be saved and the full feeding value 
of the crop obtained. : 

The major portion of the corn crops 
on Altamont nge are “carined”’ on 
silos for the winter’s fed. ‘Mr. Worden 
has now. two 100-ton:silos, and is: get- 
ting .ready to. build two.more of equal 
capacity, which is conclusive proof to 
any one of his estimate as to the ne- 
cessity of the lo. .Numerous tests 
made -by .him demonstrate: that corn 
preserved in the silo and .fed to the 
stock jis worth more than double. what 
it’ would be if fed ‘by ‘methods that 
are usually followed in the south, and 
ton. .# lho. pays for iteelf.every time 
t is. ed. % 


Mr. “Worden usés. a farm tractor for 
plowing and ‘to furnish power for the 
various fanm machinésPhe uses, and in 
one of the illustrations above it is 
shown furnishing ‘power for filling one 
railway, about a. dozen .in number, lo- 
of his silos. He has found ‘that silage 
can be kept for several years and lose 
none of its food: value of succulence if 
well put up. The silo also doubles 
the manure output and so increases 
the next season's crop. Good feed and 
liberal feeding mean fat stock; fat 


| manure piles, and future fat crops. It 


is an endless chain, but good crops, 
good stock, and good profits do not 
just happen to grow or come. It takes 
good hard work, close thinking, and

“DADDY MOSE” ON EVOLUTION. | 


“Daddy Mose” was a relic of the ante- 
bellum negro aristocracy. He was greatly 
revered on account of his superior knowledge 
of scripture and things in general, and was 
the accepted oracle for the entire Antioch 
congregation. No question of any impor- 
tance was ever settled there without first 
consulting him. No subject, however pro- 
found, of church or state, scientific or philo- 
sophic, was ever too much for him te ex- 
pound: he was therefore chief speaker on 
all publi¢ occasions, both political and fre- 
ligious. 

In the capacity of carriage driver for a 
wealthy family he had frequently over- 
heard the white people discuss the subject 
of evolution, hence when he was called on 
to “make a talk” at the “’Ciety Meetin’,” he 
Was prepared to deliver the following ad- 
dress on that subject: 

“I come ‘fore you tonight, my brudders 
an’ sisters, to ‘spress my remarks an’ ‘pin- 
ions ‘pon de subject of reb-olution. Dis 
here new question what a white preacher 
have stirred up, an’ been de ‘casion ‘of so 
much ‘sputin’ an’ hi-rangin’ an’ gwine on 
‘mongst dem big preachers in de high larnt 
orthodox church, De preacher—I disre- 
member his name—what sprung the question 
of reb-olution, he up ean’ say dat man in de 
beginnin’ was a monkey. An’ dat folks ain’t 
always been folks. Dey used to be some 
sorter wild varmint at fus, den turn to a 
man. An’ he talk it so much it made dem 
preachers mad, Gen-ter-mens! It rig de hot 
blood in dem preachers’ veins, it made de 
har stan’ on ends, an’ de bald heads grow 
out. An’ dem what had teefs to nash, nashed 
‘em, an’ dem what didn’t have no teefs to 
nash, nashed dey gums. _. 

“Dem preachers sho was mad, an’ dey was 
so mad dat ef dey hadn't been preachers 
dey might er said some kind of cuss words, 
An’, my brudders an’ sisters, when I tells 
you, an’ splanifies to you what de meanin’ 
of reb-olution is, den you gwine gay ‘twas 
‘nuff to make anybody mad, white or black, 
high or low, what thinks anything of dey 
ge’'f or dey fambly connections.

Reb-olution is to man what 
de tadpole is to de frog, or what de grub 
worm is to de butterfly. 

“Now, it’s dis away: You know de frog 
bleege to be a tadpole fus ‘fore he can be 
a frog. an’ so a chicken bleege to be a ege 
‘fore he can be a chicken, but he don’t know 
whether he ewi’ be a rooster or a hen till 
he hatch, an’ hop out of de shell, an’ so 
it ie wid de frog. 

“Now, dere ain't none of you here but 
what can understan’ how dat is, kase you 
done seed de tadpole and you done seed de 


rog. 
“De little black tadpole swim roun' oar 


roun’ in de mudhole an’ snake hissef, an’ 
wiggle his tail, an’ ‘pear to be powerful well 
satisfied, an’ happy ‘nuff, till by an’ by he. 
take a notion he want to hop cout on de dry 
ground; so he lef’ his tail stickin’ in de mud 
an’ hop out on de bank.

“Dat preacher got a heap of book larnin’, 
an’ all dat, but he can't make me believe 
none of my forefathers was monkeys. Hf he 
mind to say his own aunts an’ sisters wae 


monkeys dat’s all right, I ain’t got nair word) 


to say, but dere ain't nothin’ ‘bout de ugly 
li'l ole wile varmint dat make me hanker 
atter claimin’ kin wid him.

“My Monte Carlo debut occurred on the 
night.of March 16, 1904, Although I had re- 
hearsed with Caruso, the tenor had never 
used his voice fully at the rehearsals, @nd 
on the night of the actual performance, when 
I heard those rich and glorious tones rise 
above the orchestra, I was literally stricken 
dumb with amagement and admiration. I 
forgot that I, too, was making a debut, that 
I was on the stage of the opera house, until 
the conductor, Vigna, rapped sharply with 
his baton to bring me back to my senses. 
Then I “he forth every ounce of strength to 
match. if possible that marvelous voice sing- 
ing opposite.”

Diversified Farming

farmer who starts out to emulate Mr. Wor- 
den in making a success of diversified farm- 
ing and stock raising must make up his 
mind that farming is a business, requiring 
business methods, and the very first thing 
he must do ig to become independent of the 
food store, meat market and grocery by rais- 
ing on his own farm practically everything 
he uses in the line of foodstuffs. Having 
done that, he will gradually grow into di- 
versified farming and increase his activities 
in that line from year to year. 


OBSERVATIONS ON 
FARMING METHODS. 


Mr. Worden has just returned from an 
extended trip in Florida and south Georgia, 
and while he is enthusiastic over the ad- 
vantages of those sections for diversified 
farming and stock raising, he is somewhat 
critical of those who are neglecting to take 
advantage of the natural opportunities of the 
section visited. . 

“T have traveled nearly every mile of 
railroad in the state of Georgia,” he said, 
“arid canvassed the pros and cons of ad- 
‘vantage and disadvantage many times over, 
with the possibilities and many probabilities 
also——-which are often far from the former, 


0. 

“While the quality of farming in*Georgta 
has advanced wonderfully in the last fif- 
teen years, there ig yet a vast space be- 
tween the average and real, genuine, sci- 
entific farming. The farmer who robs his 
soil recklessly, raising cotton with “store” 
(commercial) fertilizer, and buys more mules, 
meat and meal than hig cotton will pay for, 
wastes one-fourth to three-fourths of his 
corn crop by fodder pulling and dry feeding; 
Plows shallow and cultivates deep with anti- 
quated bull tongues and double shovels; has 
& long, uphill road before him, and as other 
competing men in similar lines take advan- 
tage of improved methods and machinery to 
cheapen production and enhance profits, the 
‘way’ of the ‘wayback’ man will be worse 
and Fagg a more uphill. 

ow often we see men burnin 

and corn stalke on land that is ahediuasn 
devoid of humus, and then complain of . 
few days of dry weather ‘killing the crops.’ 
A man whose land is well filled with humus 
plowed deep, except on sand (and humus will 
help that wonderfully) and maintains a dust 
mulch when dry, can laugh at any dry spells 
I ever saw in Georgia, and make good crops 
economically. | 

“It is the land devoid of humus that runs 
together like a cake of lead with no air 
in which the bacteria can live, soggy when 
wet, and bakes like a brick when dry. That 
is the kind of land thet makes sométhing 
of a crop when the season happens to be just 
suitable—rain often, but not too much; but 
it don‘t happen often enough to keep many 
a foolish farmer from famishing. 


TOO MANY DOGS 
TO RAISE SHEEP. 
“Fifteen years ago I bought a tract of land 
in middle Tennessee's ‘Highland Rim’ for «a 
goat and deep ranch. I dreamed that the 
Angora goats would eat the brush and fer- 
tilize the grass for sheep; but the dogs were 
too much for the sheep, and the goats did 
not make manure fast enough to fertilize 
the grass. Our sheep showed a net profit 
while we kept them, but I changed to A 
cattle and Bershire pigs, to my lasting satis-

and hay are cheap in the fall. Land thet 
made ten to fifteen bushels of corn to the 
acre fifteen years ago, now makes thirty- 
five to seventy-five bushéls to the acre, or 
six to fifteen tons of forage, or one to two 
tons of eoy beans to the acre. The latter 
being equal to the best alfalfa (or maybe 
better). In fact, I am confident that no 
crop we raise equals soy beans in feeding 
value, acre for acre, besides adding to the 
fertility of our soil greatly, as the soy 
beans are great nitrogen gatherers and sub- 
soil the land well with big, strong roots, 
running down deep into the ground. 

“We make an invariable ruie that al) land 
plowed during the year must have a cover 
crop in winter—usually rye or rye with 
vetch; wheat and vetc crimson or bur 
clover, or winter barley also are good, The 
vetch, crimson and bur clover are nitrogen 
gatherers, but will not thrive greatly on 
thin or sour land. We succeed well with 
clovers by apply one or two tons per acre 
of ground limestone raw or by using plenty 
of stable manure and wood ashes when avail- 


able.
